The G2-34 defeat Tuesday of 


the Italian plan to turn the Chi' 
na problem over to a U.N. study 
group virtually doomed chances 
of any two-China formula now, 
since that was viewed as the 
goal of the proposed study. 


The decision of the United 


States to support the Italian 
plan had been viewed as a ma- 
jor shift by Washington toward 
the two- China idea. But the 
poor showing Peking made in 
this year's vote and the lack of 
support for the Italian proposal 
was expected to prompt a U.S. 
reappraisal of a solution it did 
not relish. 


The results of the balloting 


came as a general surprise. 
Peking had been given virtually 
no chance of winning a seat un- 
der the two-thirds majority rule, 
but few expected it to emerge 11 
votes behind the Nationalists. 


Supporters of Red C h i n a 


blamed the defeat on Peking's 
own attitude, pressure from the 
United States and the "quality" 
of new African governments. 


"The 
United States put on 


great pressure at every capital, 
including my own," said Am- 
bassador S.O. Adebo of Nigeria, 
who favored Peking. "With new 
countries and poor countries 
economic pressure is a great 
weapon, and the United States 
has used it effectively." 


Ambassador Marof Achkar of 


Guinea, a cosponsor 
with Al- 


bania of the resolution to seat 
Peking, said the results re- 
flected "the quality of the gov- 
ernments" that have come to 
power in Africa as a result of 
coups d'etat. Some new nations 
in the United Nations voted 
against Peking "because they 
wanted to please the United 
States," he said.

The United States and other 


opponents of the Chinese Reds 
expressed belief the emphasis 
the Albanian resolution placed 
on its demand to expel the Na- 
tionalists helped defeat it.

American World Airways, the 
largest international carrier in 
the world, said today it would 
continue negotiations with the 
Transport Workers Union in 
efforts to avert a strike threat* 
ened by the union for noon Fri- 
day. 


A strike by the union, which 


says it represents 13,000 Pan 
Am flight and ground-service 
employes, would result in the 
suspension of all of Pan Am's 
360 daily flights to 128 cities 
around the world. The airline 
serves 16,500 passengers a day. 


The two sides are deadlocked 


over a 15 per cent wage in- 
crease over 2Vz years recom- 
mended by a presidential fact- 
finding board. 


In the event of a strike, Pan 


Am said, "The TWU contract 
provides for Pan Am's military 
flights and guided-missile range 
division at Cape Kennedy to 
continue to operate."

Red Chinese leadership out of 
the revolutionary movement — 
but not the Chinese Communist 
party as such. 


With 
slashing 
attacks un- 


matched in vehemence since the 
days of Nikita S. Khrushchev, 
Moscow has rejoined the battle 
of verbal brickbats with Peking. 
For all the vigor of the attack, it 
is a careful one which expresses 
"deep respect for the Chinese 
people and for Chinese Commu- 
nists." 


Perhaps, in Moscow's think-

Both Romney and Goldwater 


men denied that they had first 
made public the text of the 12- 
page letter the Michigan gover- 
nor wrote Dec. 21, 1964. 


Written as an explanation of 


Rornney's refusal to endorse the 
Goldwater presidential ticket, it

"Indeed, the conduct of the 


campaign and the Nov. 3 elec- 
tion results demonstrated that 
your campaign never effectively 
deviated from the Southern-ru- 
ral-white orientation."

NEW YORK (AP) - Morallz-

example of their own financial 
success, 
many 
businessmen 


have been shocked lately by the 
attitude of college seniors who 
spurn business careers. 


The disaffection is mutual. 


Knowing 
that 
they have a 


choice of vocations that some of 
America's most successful busi- 
nessmen never had, the stu- 
dents. 
" "What are they offering us? 
Money? Teaching and govern- 
ment service are offering more 
money today, too." 


The entire debate Is clouded 


in idealism, myths, romantic 
ambitions, cold logic and inex- 
perience on the part of the stu- 
dent. On the other side are some 
very 
outworn stereotypes of 


what the good life is. 


As the businessman views it, 


the 
student who enters the 


world of commerce and works 
hard thus assures himself of 
good income, of status, even 
security and the other benefits 
of corporate society. 


Some students, however, be- 


lieve that to go through the 
business mill successfully Is to 
come out packaged in a pin- 
stripe suit — refined and pro- 
cessed something like a pack- 
age of breakfast cereal. 


The student today, Insecure as 


he may be, has never known the 
financial Insecurity of previous 
generations. He has little with 
which to compare or contrast 
his experience. And, since times 
are changing so fast anyway, he 
cares little for old methods and 
less for old stories. He wants to 
challenge problems with newly 
acquired knowledge. 


Several of America's most 


successful corporations are ac- 
cutely aware of this. It is no 
secret either that recruiters for 
these companies receive a wel- 
come from students while oth- 
ers are ignored. 


While many companies ad- 


here — very successfully some- 
times — to a philosophy that 
you must stick to your last and 
work hard, others are ln,ovat- 
ing, 
experimenting, 
sticking 


their noses into obscuce areas 
where, amazingly, .they .find 
profits. This attracts students. 


While some companies com- 


plain — with or without justice 
— 
about government 
Inter- 


ference, others are profitably 
becoming partners with govern- 
ment, not just in defense areas 
but, for example, in running the 
Job Corps.

- NEW YORK (AP) - 
Retail- 


ers are facing one of their big- 
gest challenges ever during this 
Christmas 
shopping 
season. 


Even the experts are confused. 
: The big unknown factor is the 
consumer 
mind. 
Everyone 


knows he's thinking of money. 
But is he thinking of spending it 
or saving it? 


•. There have been many years 
in the past, poorer years by far 
than 
1966, 
when department 


stores and other retailers could 
forecast 
with complete confi- 


dence that sales would be high- 
er than the previous year. 


There is a very good chance 


that such a forecast will come 
true this year. The consumer 
has the money. There are more 
consumers than ever before. 


But forecasting is less certain, 


because consumer buying habits 
in the past few months have 
become very difficult to predict. 
Some of the signals are even 
contradictory. 


Through much of this year 


Americans 
received 
a hard- 


knocks course in household eco- 
nomics as they strove to beat 
inflation. By early fall, back 
from his expensive vacation, the 
consumer threw up his hands in 
frustration. Inflation put him in 
a sour mood and he still may be 
in it. 


The factors affecting consum- 


er habits during the past few 
months are a jumble of events, 
some of them seemingly irrelev- 
ant to the situation. 


Among them: inflation, high 


interest rates, the fear of reces- 
sion, the Viet Nam war, criti- 
cism of products from various 
sources and a resultant lessen- 
ing of confidence in goods, an 
erratic stock market, the bal- 
ance of payments deficit. 


The lessening of confidence 


apparently 
was a cumulative 


thing. 
Through much of 
the 


summer, retail sales continued 


to rise month to month. But in 
September the rise was broken. 
Sales dropped, although slight* 
iy. 


Throughout the year the Uni* 


versify of Michigan measured 
consumer attitudes, not by the 
cash register as much as by 
interviews. This survey, in it* 
self, tells story. 


In the last half of 1965 con* 


sumers were more confident 
than at any time in 20 years, the 
university said. 


By April, the consumer was 


described as "guardedly opti* 
mistic," but nevertheless satis- 
fied. He even believed the Viet 
Nam war made for good times 
at home without causing shor- 
tages of goods. 


By June, the American con- 


sumer was less optimistic both 
about the future of business and 
about his own spending inten- 
tions. "Consumer optimism has 
weakened 
significantly 
during 


the past six months," the uni- 
versity said. 


By Fall, his willingness to 


spend appeared to have deterio- 
rated further. It was being not- 
ed in lower, but still high, car 
sales for one thing; and in shop- 
per resistance at supermarkets. 
Curiously, Viet Nam no longer 
was considered a "good" busi- 
ness factor. 


Nevertheless, the study deter- 


mined 
that 
many people — 


despite the gloomy attitude — 
continued 
to make plans to 


spend large amounts of money 
on automobiles or home ap- 
pliances. Why? 


It's a good question, one of

Offer Plan 
to End Grain 
Car Shortage 


CHICAGO (AP) - A revolu- 


tionary 
program 
designed to 


eliminate a grain car shortage 
will go into effect Dec. 30, ac- 
cording 
to 
an announcement 


Monday by the Rock Island and 
Frisco Railroads. 


The plan will enable grain, 


shippers for the first time to 
reserve a block of cars to be 
moved on a specific date. This 
will enable the shipper to know 
when he will get his cars, how 
many he will get and when his 
shipment can be expected. 


In detail, the plan calls for 


car reservations, for eight cars 
or mote, to be made 15 days 
in advance; an incentive rate, 
to be known as a "booked" 
rate, which gets progressively 
attractive as higher blocks of 
cars are reserved; loading time 
of 24 hours; unloading time of 
48 hours; and elimination of 
transit, diversion and weighing 
en route. 


These features are intended 


to increase the availability of 
cars by decreasing the "turn- 
around" time, thus making cars 
ready for another load in a 
shorter period of time.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - 


Shielding supersonic transport— 
SST—passengers from radiation 
flak in the fringes of the atmos- 
phere will be quite difficult, a 
Federal Aviation Agency offi- 
cial said today. 


Dr. Pete V. Siegel, federal air 


surgeon, said in a talk prepared 
for the annual clinical meeting 
of the American. Medical Asso- 
ciation that studies are under 
way "to gain knowledge of the 
radiation environment so that 
predictions can be made of the 
possible damage or genetic ef- 
fects 
on occupants" 
of the 


planes. 


Supersonic transports, expect- 


ed 
to cross continents and 


oceans at speeds up to 2,000 
miles an hour in the 1970s, are 
to cruise at 70,000 feet — twice 
the height of current airliners. 
At this altitude, the atmosphere 
is thin and provides much less 
shielding against radiation from 
the sun and other sources in the 
galaxy. 


One "somewhat baffling" fac- 


tor, Dr, Siegel said, "revolves 
around the fact that we do not 
know much about the biological 
effects of heavy particles (of 
radiation) which, for the SST 
occupant, will constitute a sort 
of microscopic antiaircraft or 
'flak' environment." 


Dr. 
Siegel noted 
that SST 


travelers will be subject both to 
primary radiation and to sec- 
ondary radiation sparked when 
primary particles hit the atmos- 
phere, the aircraft and its occu- 
pants. 


This background radiation, he 


said, "is one factor that makes 
any attempt to shield the occu- 
pant of an SST quite difficult. 
The 
weight 
and 
amount of 


shielding feasible for SST use 
which can remove these second* 
aries cannot adequately control 
the very high energy."
